In fact, 
nothing would please him more than to 
leave the .".alter to he settled by con- 
gress, but congress had turned it over to 
Mm, and upon him rested the responsi- 
bility, which he could not and would 
not evade. The performance of Ins full 
duty obliged him to consider not the 
interests ol this or that section, but tlie 
welfare ol the whole people, and that 
duty he should endeavor to discharge to 
the best ol his ability. To that end be 
had Boucht information from all sources 
and heard all interests.

THE HEW TREATY. 


Chinese Immigration Prollibited-for 


Ten Years. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—The new 


treaty with China has been made pub- 
lic. Article one provides that for ten 
years from the ratification of tho Irealy 
the coming of Chinese laborers to the 
Uuiled States shall he absolutely pro- 
hibited. Article two provides that any 
registered Chinese laborer who has a 
wife or family or property to the value 
mt | of J1000 in this country, may return 
en- within one year alter bis departure pro- 


viding he is properly identified by the 
collector of customs before his depart- 
ure. Tho right of return may be ex- 
tended an additional year 
in cases 


where, by sickness or disability beyond 
his control, the laborer is prevented 
from returning during the first year. 
Article three allows the coming of Chi- 
nese officials; teachers, students,-mer- 
chants or travelers for pleasure. The 
privilege of transit of Chinese laborers 
through the United Stales to another 
country is also- accorded. Article four 
previous that Chinese residents shall 
enjoy all the righls ot citizens except 
that ol naturalization. Article five says 
the Chinese government will not object

protection. It shown that it has cost 
the people considerably less money to 
pay the sugar bounty than it would 
have cost them if they had been com- 
pelled to pay mi equal duty on all tlii? 
sugar imported, but it has made it plain 
to the thinking people that the money 
t hat goes to the protected interests 
cornea out of the people's pockets and 
goes to the capitalists, who need no pro- 
tection, rather than to the laboring peo- 
ple whom they employ. If the bounty 
system should' be extended a little more 
before it IB finally abandoned, its con- 
demnation would carry alone with it 
the whole protective system.—Expos- 
itor. 


The reasons for dieeonlinuinK the tar- 


iff 
on sugar and aiding the home 


industry by a bounty is KO obvious and 
well known litat they scarcely require 
to again he set forth in print. 
A large 


proportion of the immense amount of 
sugar consumed in this country IB im- 
ported from foreign countries, and as the 
domestic product is yet too small to con- 
trol the market price, ae a matter of 
course the foreigners were able to add 
the duty to the Helling price and the con- 
sumers paid the tariff. The question ns to 
how the important industry of domestic 
BUgar manufacture could be encouraged 
and developed without imposing this 
tax on the consumers was solved by 
admitting foreign sugar free and paying 
the home manufacturer a bounty that 
would enable him to successfully build 
up his industry in competition with the 
free foreign product. The bounty costs 
the consumer far less than the co-called 
revenue duty proposed by the Wilson 
bill, and if that measure goes into effect 
it will impose a burden upon every con- 
sumer of sugar in this country until 
Euch time as the domestic industry has 
developed to an extent that it will regu- 
late the price ami force the foreigners to 
pay something for the privilege of get- 
ting into the market with their product. 
The Republican idea as exemplified in 
the McKinley tariff is to secure 
revenue by levying duties upon foreign 
products which are also produced in this 
country, admitting those free which arc 
not produced here, and sugar was made 
an erceptiou for the sufficient reason, as 
stated, that the domestic product is yet 
eo small compared to the consumption 
that a large saving coulJ be made by 
protecting that particular industry by a 
bounty instead of a tariff. Sugar is 
probably the only article of domestic 
production which can be more advant- 
ageously protected by a bounty than by 
a duty on the foreign product. 


COMMENTING on the opinion of a con- 


temporary that the United States con- 
sular service should promote the sale ol 
our manufactures abroad, the Stockton 
Kail Bays: 


Why should.the people of the United 


States be taxed to pay for the services of 
agents in foreign countries in promoting 
the sale of certain lines of American 
manufactures?

take care of itself—the production ol 
wheat, for example, whose sale in a for- 
eign market could never be helped nor 
hindered by a consular agent? These 
matters fall within the category of pri- 
vate enterpriser, which should be left, to 
the care of the private persona directly 
interested.

(k'gitin)uLe 


functions of government that agenta 
phrtuM. bu maintained anywhere for the 
sale of goods.—Stockton Mail.

Chairman F. F. Letehcr's Reply to 


Some Strictures on His Former 


Statements. 


EIHTOH 
REPUIIUCAS -.—The following 


is a portion of an interview published 
in tho Expositor about a month ago, 
purporting to be the statements of Dis- 
trict Attorney Firman Church concern- 
ing a prior declaration made by me, 
that the county ordinance requiring sa- 
loons to close on Sunday was evaded or 
disobeyed in numerous instances: 


Yen, 1 noticed what Mr. Lotcherliad 


lo say, and in your headlines that it 
was 'an ordinance which ia not obeyed.' 
My observation is to tho effect that sa- 
loon men are obeying the law. 


"If Mr. Lelcher or anybody else here 


have knowledge that tho ordinance is 
'not prohibiting the sale of liquor at the 
forbidden times,' Ihe fact should be re- 
ported to the board of Supervisors, and 
to the district attorney at once. 
If sa- 


loon men are violating the ordinance by 
keeping their places of business open on 
Sunday or after 12 at night, or in any 
way violating (lie law, or have violated 
any of its provisions, or have violated 
any of Ihe laws of the slate of Califor- 
nia, bis or their liccnuu can be revoked, 
nnd the bond forfeited, by the hoard. 
Therefore, it is the fault of persons 
knowing such violations, or the fault of 
the Board of Supervifiors, if persons 
holding BUtilt liciMit-o shall continue to 
violate the law. If persons nut licensed 
ecll in quantities less than a quart, at a 
time, all that need be done lo havuthi-m 
prosecuted is for the purtiou knowing 
this to como to the district attorney's 
ollice, stale the fact, swear In a com- 
plaint, and aiich person will be prose- 
cuted. 


"Now, if the law is evaded or violated 


will eumu one of tho "everybody" who 
Mr. Loteher Bays knows if report the 
violation and evasion lo the Board of 
Supervisors, tho district attorney will 
write a complaint, and it the report it) 
correct, tho authority that caused tho 
license lo issue will revoke it, and the 
bond of tho person so evading the law 
will bo forfeited. 


"If there Jtj n barrel of whisky und a 


table with a hole in it. where money is 
dropped, a glass and a faucet, where 
people spend their Sundays, will some 
one who knows it go before tho justice 
and make complaint,or come to Ihe dis- 
trict attorney's ollice and Btalo what ho 
knows to be facie, and swear to a com- 
plaint if it turns out to be an evasion of 
the law?" 


As Mr. Church has not disavowed 


having made tho foregoing sUitomcnts It 
is fair lo suppose that they are authen- 
tic. 


Tho Board of Supervisors met in reg- 


ular monthly session on March Glh, and 
after a session extending throughout 
Lho week concluded its labors and ad- 
journed. Mr. Church by law ia tho 
legal advisor of tho board, besides exer- 
cising by virtue of his oflice extraor- 
dinary powers with regard to the length 
o[ sessions of tho board beyond a fixed 
limit. 


He was in Ihe discharge of his ollice 


luring the last session oi the board, and 
1 am able to slato that ho preferred no 
charge to the board, nor hnvo I heard 
jhat he has made any.complainl for vlo- 
.ations of Ihe ordinance anywhere. In 
this connection the following althlavit of 
i deputy constable of Ibis city will bo of 
public interest:

County of Fresno. J , ' * 
J. L. Welty, being first duly sworn, 


deposes and says that ho is a duly quali- 
fied and acting oflicer of tho law, of 
Fresno city, Cal.; that lie did, on tho 
Sunday, the 25th day of February, 1894, 
visit that certain fiftloon in Fresno city. 
Cat., known as the Lodge saloon, and 
run and controlled by Messrs. Hunlan 
it Sanborn; 


That he did, on that day and date, in 


said Lodge saloon, procure four glasses 
or drinks of whisky, and that they paid 
therefor the sum of 50 cents, which was 
accepted and kept by the man in charge 
of said Lodge saloon ;
